Facts for Trainees 


Pointers for Efficient Papercutting Production All Types Cutters From 
Single Knife Continuous Trimmer Summarized Binders Course 


OPERATION 
cutting machines involves number 
considerations which the novice apt 
overlook. While these factors are taken 
for granted most experienced bindery 
operators, necessary that they 
pointed out trainees avoid possible 
costly mistakes, and give trainees 
“reason why” cutting operations are han- 
dled they are. 

Nearly all printed sheets must cut 
before they can folded. Where the 
printing has been done work and 
turn, sheets must cut half before 
they are run through the folder. This 
cutting can done either guillo- 
tine cutter, slitting attachment 
with which many presses are equipped. 


Prefer press slitting 


There are several reasons why 
the advantage the binder 
where possible, that the printer slit the 
sheets his press. First, all guillotine 
cutters introduce slight amount 
the knife descends. This means that 
there will variation, however slight, 
between the top and bottom sheets. Far 
greater accuracy possible where the 
sheets are slit press. Secondly, very 
few binders include the cost cutting 
their estimates, which 
cutting sheets preparatory folding 
extra expense operation. 

Whenever sheets are received from 
the printer and must cut, their square- 
ness should always checked. For 
while the press grippers seldom ever 
get out alignment, the side guide 
press will occasionally so. This will 
result the sheet being printed 
bias, with the result that after folding 
the page margins will noticeably off. 
that the folding machine operator will 


suitable check, the printer should 


asked print two so-called “nigger- 
heads” black dots the side guide 
edge the sheets. glancing these 
see whether both are evenly printed 
from the edge the sheet, the square- 
ness the printing can checked 
immediately. 


The height the lift cut will 
vary according the kind paper and 
the make cutting machine. The higher 
the lift, the greater the amount drag. 
This variation between top and bottom 
sheets can considerably reduced 
placing cardboard sheets the top 
and bottom the lifts. 

Cutting machine production will vary 
not only with the kind stock used, 
but also according handling facilities, 
with various operators, and the amount 
manpower available for loading and 
unloading the machine. Much handling 
can eliminated providing auto- 
matic lifts beside the machine. These 
have elevators which raise the skid 
paper fast sheets are placed the 
cutting machine table. Operators are 
thus spared the necessity continually 
bending over pick sheets, fatigu- 
ing operation which slows down pro- 
duction considerably the end the 
day. Side tables the machine save 
handling, making unnecessary 
for the operator turn around every 
time removes lift from the cutter. 

Production figures for any given ma- 
chine and operator can only obtained 
averaging the output over two 
three week period, covering wide range 
work. 


Single knife trimming 


Sheets and many books are trimmed 
single knife flat cutters, nearly all 
which are equipped with split back 
guide with two three sections. Each 
section can set different depth, 
lined with each other. This ar- 
rangement permits books trimmed 
without resetting the back gauge for each 
cutting, handling the books more than 
cut trimming the long edge the 
book first and with back gauge section 
set six inches. The second cut would 
remove the head trim, and the third cut, 
with the gauge set nine inches, would 
trim the foot the book. The head 
book placed the left cutting 
machine. Since the squareness the 
back guide will gradually vary, this 


should checked every three months 
and adjusted. 


Three knife trimmers 


Three knife trimmers utilize “front 
knife” and “head” and “tail” knives. 
Their production about three times 
greater than that single knife cut- 
ter, and they will handle wider range 
stock sizes. Instead clamp run- 
ing the width the machine the 
guillotine cutter, the three knife trim- 
mer clamp operates only the center 
the machine, exerting pressure 
blocks made the same size the 
books trimmed. These blocks are 
hooked onto the clamp from the front. 
The head side guide hinged 
allow swing out the way the 
descending head knife. 

After the books are placed the 
trimmer from the front and flush with 
the head guide, the guard comes down, 
followed the head and tail knives 
which cut simultaneously with back 
front motion. The front knife then 
comes down complete the full cutting 
cycle. 

The three knife trimmer can used 
cut apart sheets that have been printed 
two three up. the latter case, the 
center section would cut and trimmed 
first, followed trimming the remaining 
end sheets. 


Brackett trimmer 


Brackett trimmers are designed for the 
rapid multiple cutting apart books 
printed three up, for trimming single 
books. These machines are most efli- 
ciently used for the former operation 
where the material cut moves 
one direction. Here the operator stands 
the rear the back guide. 
automatically moves forward pre- 
determined position and slides the work 
under the knife each cut completed. 
moving belt the further side the 
knife carries the trimmed books away 
Movement the back gauge con- 
trolled three adjustable stops 
sliding gauge just beyond the side gauge. 
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There waste disposal problem since 
this remains the belt until falls off 
into receptacle. 


Auto spacer cutters 


These machines are essentially single 
knife cutting machine except for the 
fact that auto spacing unit governs 
the forward motion the back gauge 
speed production where multiple 
cuts are required. This arrangement 
essentially the application the Brackett 
trimmer back gauge principle that 
conventional though highly refined guil- 
lotine cutter. 


Continuous book trimmers 


less than 100,000 books per hour 
can trimmed Continuous Book 
Trimmers, sometimes called the tumbler 
trimmer. With this high rate pro- 
duction, seven ten helpers are needed 
handle the books they come from 
machine. 

Signatures are fed into trough backs 
down, with the margins register. 
they move into position, they are firmly 
clamped against table revolving 
drum carrying four such tables and 
clamps. the drum revolves, the sig- 
position. The drum stops momentarily 
while knife descends trim the front 
edge. The drum completes another 
quarter cycle, which point two 
other knives trim the head and tail. 
While this being done the front edges 
second pile signatures are being 
trimmed. The first set signatures are 
then carried down under the drum, un- 
clamped, and carried out moving 
belt wrapped. All three knives cut 
continuously this machine long 
the books continue fed.

tury Union progress February 11, 
1950, Local No. International Brother- 
hood Bookbinders has probably been 
more instrumental stitching the threads 
history than many another Washing- 
ton, C., organization.

“Experience having proved that the 
efforts individuals, however determined 
they were, have been unavailing main- 
taining adequate rate wages, and 
the independence those compelled 
labor the art and mysteries book- 
binding; and order attain those 
desirable ends, the co-operation the 
latter class necessary; that frequent 
meeting and interchange ideas all 
who work the art and mysteries 
bookbinding highly conducive 
thorough understanding the rights 
the workman and the maintenance 
reasonable compensation for his labor; 
and believing that all who work 
bookbinding this city are benefitted 
the existence this society, and 
justice bound contribute their mite 
defray its expenses enact, declare, and 
establish the following our constitution

Another member reported his experi- 
ence sort “Mr. Anthony” his 
plant, which all grievances were first 
taken him, and adjusted possible, 
before going management. All the 
good work was undone when management 
harshly berated worker for minor 
offense, directly, instead through the 
supervisor! 


Werne assented, again emphasizing 
that while management must make the 
decision, must transmitted through 
the supervisor. concluding de- 
clared that personnel departments have 
largely usurped the rights supervisors.

Hudson St., Van Dohlen has 
found that where two ribbons cross over 
die satisfactory impression can 
obtained using better ribbon 
heavy leaf which the gold, foil pig- 
ment has been laid twice. The die tem- 
perature must also increased over that 
die which stamps through only one 
layer. 

Other special die arrangements also 
call for ingenuity leaf used 
economically. Charles Fischer, 524 
Mellen St., E., Washington, says 
that when his firm has square rec- 
tangular border stamp, two small 
strips leaf are used for the head and 
tail, plus wide strip that slightly over- 
laps the smaller two. The two narrow 
strips are pulled either one two 
the feeder’s three rollers. The rollers 
pulling these strips are set for pull 
about longer than the length the 
end dies, while the roller pulling wide 
leaf set for little over twice the 
thickness the side die. 

The reason for having the wide ribbon 
leaf pulled slightly more than twice 
the thickness the side die, Fischer 
points out, that the time the part 
the ribbon stamped the back die 
reaches the spot under the front die, the 
latter will have little over its own thick- 
ness under it. had been set for 
single thickness, the time the rear die 
spot reached the front, the leaf would 
have pulled the whole distance 
the panel get fresh section under it. 
Where the leaf pulled twice the thick- 
ness the die, “skipped,” the leaf 
fed continuously and automatically 
the same rate.

gle spindle drilling machines, multiple 
spindle machines are more complex, but 
finements, and will give much greater 
production where the drilling multiple 
holes unit involved. They also 
represent considerably larger invest- 
ment than called for single spindle 
machine, and are usually purchased only 
when shop has sufficient volume work 
the type described justify their 
acquisition. 

The basic operating principles men- 
tioned the two preceeding articles also 
apply multiple spindle drills. The 
stock handled the same manner, 
drills must properly cared for during 
and after operation and the machine it- 
self must properly maintained and 
lubricated. 

Multiple spindle machines are likewise 
similar single spindle units that the 
largest lift that can handled 
depth, and the drill sizes are the same, 
running from Side step 
gauges are usually provided for closely 
spaced holes, and slitting, slotting and 
cornering attachments available. 


Points variance 


There considerable variation among 
the four multiple spindle machines now 
the market the number operating 
conveniences that have been utilized. But 
all machines are actuated use foot 
treadle.

operation. The shorter drills will not 
cut the bottom the lift, and the 
longer ones may bore into the cutting 
stick and become dull. All the ma- 
chines have drill heads which contain 
drill spindle adjustment mechanism, 
making possible vary the depth 
the drills. When finally set, all the drills 
should just “kiss” the cutting stick. 

For smooth operation, the cutting 
stick should set flush with the top 
the table. After the drill has cut 
the stick the extent that trouble

Aside from 
apprenticeship self-taught, having 
worked the next five years binderies 
Zurich, Innsbruck, Munich and Wies- 
baden before serving his term the 
German Army. 


Musician-binder 


Coming Mansfield, Ohio, 1907, 
Peter spent his first year America 
playing musical organization and 
doing odd jobs before going the Roy- 
croft bindery where others before him 
had been given the opportunity ex- 
ercise their creative abilities the full- 
est. his devotion the art book- 
binding and personal integrity soon 
proved himself artist and leader. 
Always striving learn more and more 
about the craft bought some finishing 
tools and began practice his spare 
time perfect his gilding technique. 
Most his work here was fine binding 
for bibliophiles and not the silk-lined, 
limpid, soft suede bindings made pop- 
ular Elbert Hubbard, and affection- 
ately referred the men “window- 
cleaners.” these days there was an- 
other Peter Frank, who was superintend- 
ent the Government Printing Office 
Washington. Many people confused the 
two, but will noted their names are 
spelled differently.

Working closely with the offset plant, 
some idea cost for plate making can 
obtained. The production manager 
can find out approximately what full 
page color would cost based his 
page size. The same can done for 
other illustrations. all this must 
added the cost color proofs and Van 
Dykes. school books are generally 
reprinted many times, the cost new 
plates must counted in. 

Even more essential than the above 
cost estimates, but easier figure, 
the printing cost the book. Any off- 
set printer should able furnish 
the production manager with scale 
which should enable him figure out 
time various press sizes. 
From this accurate figure should 
obtained. The printing cost extremely 
important because that, together with the 
paper and binding figures, the basis for 
the selling price the book. 

The costs the plate making and 
illustration work are part the pub- 
lisher’s investment the book. other 
words, the publisher must make enough 
money from selling the book over the 
years, get back his investment and 
more, that eventual profit will 
show for the book. The importance 
accurate figures is, therefore, most 
important. the investment too high, 
the publisher will show loss and 
the printing cost too high, will 
not able meet his competitor’s 
prices with resulting loss sales. 


Preparing artwork 


After cost figures are and the plan 
for the book finally settled, the prob- 
lem illustrations comes up. orig- 
inal illustrations are used, 
familiar with offset reproduction should 
called in. Exact size specifications

photographs are used ex- 
tensively within the book, excel- 
lent idea much retouching 
necessary, but not much destroy 
the essentials the photographs.

doing this, stripping bills will 
kept minimum and the chances 
error will reduced. 

Most textbook photographs are bought 
from photo agencies who are most will- 
ing cooperate with the publisher. For 
very nominal fee they will furnish 
duplicate photographs any size the 
publisher wishes from the original nega- 
tives. this way, the layouts can 
made size and loss photographic 
quality will arise. 


Color problems 


The problem color very bother- 
some one. Kodachromes can used 
they can found meet the subject 
requirements. often difficult ob- 
tain kodachromes that will reproduce 
well and the cost making good separa- 
tions sometimes becomes very great. 

Original color work also brings 
problems. The simplest form, full 
color painting, usually reproduces well 
and the budget allows, probably the 
best type under present reproduction con- 
ditions. 


cost problems are present, the least 
expensive form full color work would 
have the artist make the separa- 
tions. will found that com- 
petent artist hiréd, who thoroughly 
understands his business, that while his 
price might higher than doing full 
color job, the cost separations will 
held absolute minimum. 
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One the best methods preparing 
color work for textbooks, and one that 
being used more and more pub- 
lishers, the use fluorescent water 
colors. (See BaBP, Dec. 1948, and 
1949, 63.) Obviously, the offset 
plant must equipped handle this 
type work. The publisher can save 
good portion the cost separations 
over full color drawings this process. 

The drawbacks this process are two. 
First, the artist must know how use 
and must follow instructions the 
letter. Many artists object using 
because they feel restricted 
creative talents. Secondly, the best re- 
sults are obtained when separate black 
plate prepared the artist and either 
gray line blue line boards are pre- 
pared for the other three colors. 
does create complications the part 
the artist. Fluorescence, 
does offer much advantage the pub- 
lisher the quality reproduction 
quite satisfactory for textbook work and 
the cost saving considerable. 


Color less cost 


Other color processes can also used 
schoolbook work. handled care- 
fully, “duo-tones” add color the page. 
Simple two color line benday can 
very effective and are much cheaper than 
four-color. The whole problem color 
comes back again the question 
cost. Within any reasonable budget, 
color some sort can used. The 
higher the budget the better the color 
effects will be. 

The big problem the production 
manager the physical handling 
the job. Before galleys are obtained, 
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comprehensive dummy sheets should 
prepared and enough printed for the 
whole job. All specifications for margins 
and size should indicated each 
sheet and the sheets should prepared 
show double page spreads. 

Before the manuscript turned over 
the production department the 
editor the publishing house, should 
complete possible. All text 
material, including exercise material and 
illustration captions possible, should 
included. This necessary that 
comprehensive dummy possible can 
prepared. 


Must: work with binder 


vital importance work closely 
with the binder from the very beginning 
the plan for complicated offset text- 
book. soon rough layout 
worked out should consulted 
how feasible any inserts, wrap-arounds, 
etc., are and possible, suggest other 
impositions where costs might greatly 
reduced. each insert involves hand- 
work, which very expensive binding, 
can many times save the publisher 
considerable money. 

The printer must work very closely 
with the binder from the very beginning. 
Before the job ordered printed, the 
lithographer should get the proper im- 
position from the binder and should 
carefully checked him. there 
any question all this stage, the 
printer should not bashful about seek- 
ing answer his query from the 
binder. wrong imposition calamity, 
but with close cooperation between 
printer and binder, will almost 
impossibility. 

The binder should also consulted 
the time the paper ordered for the 
book. Because the large sized offset 
presses now available, sheets have 
cut before folding the 
cause this usually good idea 
have some extra margin the middle 
the sheet that the binder will have 
some leeway his final trim. The size 
sheet the binder requires should 
allowed the publisher providing 
agreeable the lithographer. 
dentally, should kept mind that 
sheets cannot slit offset presses 
with much success. This additional 
cost always considered. 


Pasting the dummy 


After galley proofs are obtained from 
the compositor, they should pasted 
position the dummy sheets. 
Photostats all illustrations should 
pasted position and captions placed 
their correct positions. the type 
reversed surprinted, such in- 
structions should the dummy. 
One the essentials the economical 
production textbooks arrange

color work takes long time 
complete, good idea start the 
artists this work soon possible. 
When the work has been checked and 
approved, there should delay 
getting the plant. Photographs and 
other artwork should sent the 
lithographer soon ready since they 
good the publisher’s office. 

Good reproduction proofs are essential 
and the compositor should given 
ample time properly prove his type. 
They should prepared the form 
desired the offset plant and good 
quality paper. course, the type 
selected for the job should one that 
will reproduce well the first place. 

Proofs may pulled high gloss 
coated stock, glassine, cellophane, fre- 
quently both sides the latter. 

Proofs should carefully inspected 
for broken letters, errors, wrong fonts, 
and other corrections that may made 
economically then instead 
tives later. 


After all the material (illustrations, 
dummy, and repro proofs) the 
set plant, the production manager must 
wait for Van Dykes. many text- 
books use bleed illustrations, neces- 
sary that the Van Dykes are folded and 
trimmed accordance with previous 
instructions. this way, chopped off 
heads and other accidents will avoid- 
ed. will also serve useful check 
the placement all material. 
complicated book, the chances error 
are very great and this last check 
more than necessary. 

Another essential obtaining color 
proofs. The usual procedure for 
the lithographic plant simply prove 
all his color proving plates before 
stripping the whole job. When time 
whole form, type and all, including 
all the color within that form. This 
procedure all right when only one 
side one form includes all the color. 
When color appears more forms, the 
first procedure much more economical. 

When the color proofs are carefully 
marked and back the plant there 
nothing for the production manager 
but wait—and perhaps pray just 
bit that everything turns out planned. 
Printers and publishers are only human, 
however, and rare book that 
perfect. The final bound book should 
gone over very carefully with the 
offset plant and necessary, corrections 
made for future printings. textbook,

its cover.” Unfortunately for us, this 
bit figurative advice owes its sagacity 
the sad but literal condition which 
book covers are found. The prac- 
tice making covers that exhibit only 
the functional values protection and 
identification the book’s pages 
such long standing tradition. 
And—like many hoary tradition—it 
one that entirely out keeping 
with the modern theory bookmaking. 

entertainment, upon any ancient history. 
want avoid any weak pretense 
knowledge the mechanical 
nological problems binding. hope 
stick own last. 

activities over some years with 
local typographers and those engaged 
the art and manufacture the book— 
and within the high councils the Trade 
and Text Book Clinics spawned the 
American Institute Graphic Arts—I 
have seen the deans 
and the neophytes well, examine the 
parts bookmaking with critical and 
constructive eye. But, too frequently, 
the covers have been passed over with 
indifference “poor cousins.” 


Lost grandeur 


None approves this neglect, yet 
painful truth that the stamping 
cover—once noble art—has lost 
its onetime grandeur. Thanks the 
designer, the publisher, and the binder, 
the book cover far too often receives 
only the most feeble and cursory atten- 
tion the whole process bookbind- 
ing. This commonly held, traditionally 
casual view the book cover 
functional item was outdated 
hundred years ago. something 
—whose business the creation and pro- 
duction the physical book—would 
change would maintain the ideal 
progress and perfection our trade. 

What—or who—is responsible for this 
apparently universal lack interest 
what turns the outside the 
finished book? 


Greatest blame binder's 


Actually, all the craftsmen who have 
hand the production books have

been—and are—the transgressors. 
the publisher’s part, lack imagination 
and unwillingness invest money 
better, more artful job binding are 
accepted facts. for the designer, 
has yet exert himself this point 
has just done with the book’s 
“innards.” But—the greatest blame is, 
think, laid the door the binder. 

all the phases book manufacture 
—paper making, type design and com- 
position, illustration, the reproduction 
process, editorial work—binding alone 
has failed make equal and merito- 
rious strides the direction technical 
improvement. 

would not question certain mechan- 
ical advances made the binding in- 
dustry. The adoption that craft 
mass-production techniques may, fact, 
outstanding record. But these 
technical improvements have been ap- 
plied only the theory increased 
changed but little hundred years. 
The manufacture book cover in- 
volves today nothing that wasn’t familiar 
and easily effected century ago. Spe- 
cifically, mean the impression ink 
flat areas cloth surface means 
brass die. 


Resting their laurels 


Binding practice long ago achieved the 
rather limited goal imprinting cloth 
adequate manner. Since then, 
has rested its laurels—satisfied 
“adequate” job, with scarcely 
though the possibility—let alone the 
advisability—of improvement scope 
and style.

The book designer, who has vital role 
the appearaance the finished book, 
sees the binder’s work decided lack 
interest doing more than grace- 
fully, efficiently—but withall unimagina- 
tively—following age-old procedure, 
admitting change. Thus the book 
designer finds himself depressed two 
ways. First, contagion de- 
velops sympathetic tendency under- 
estimate the importance the cover, and 
imagination. Secondly, hampered 
the actual, physical limitations im- 
posed him the outdated techniques 
cover stamping. 

The trade book publisher conceal 
his own and the binder’s sins under 
jacket dust wrapper. may excuse 
this device providing him with better 
sales approach his customer. But, 
the long run, even confession 
neglect. 

The question—foolish, way 
thinking—may arise: “Why bother 
mend our ways this matter the 
book cover?” 


Sales begin with cover 


From the commercial point view— 
and, after all, are making something 
sell, not museum pieces—remember 
that, with textbooks 
titles, sales start the cover. the 
last generation so, the treatment 
design within the book has advanced 
leaps and bounds—and the designer’s 
work has proved pay off greater 
dividends the book salesman. And 
this spite the neglected cover! Con- 
sider, then, the sales advantage ex- 
tending these broadened theories de- 
sign the part the book which pre- 
sents itself most frequently the pub- 
lic—the buying public. 

another track: there place 
today for the practice doing thing 
the traditional way for tradition’s 
sake alone. there better way, find

The development techniques, new 
research, and general renaissance 
faded art, must joint responsibility. 
But, some subtle means, the designer 
must sold the potentialities the 
binding art. For example: 

What more can ink and foil do? 

Why can’t work out success- 
ful means stamping ink foil? 

How can ink better covering 
job? 

How hold fine line brass? 

How make the colors brilliant? 
And what means can they kept 
subdued 

How hold register two more 
colors, that more involved designs 
may used? 

find the answer the intolerable 
and manufacturing handicaps 
now encountered pre-printed offset 
covers: 

What about more satisfactory bleed 
designs? 

How reproduce half-tone effects 
letterpress cloth? 


Can pressure put the cloth 
manufacturers exert themselves the 
field new finishes and patterns? 


How make the ink and foil mak- 
ers provide real, cooperative service 
the designer? 


Hopeful experiments 


These are admittedly only the more obvi- 
ous beginnings. Certainly within the 
ranks the bookbinders there are some 
who have already begun experiments 
about which the designer ignorant but 
properly hopeful. 

But these suggested improvements 
techniques, these advanced cover-design- 
ing tools are not yet here implement 
the job. 

further remove some hoary tradi- 
tions both crafts, how about little 


collaboration and little less the 
days when the binders wore top hats? 

For too long time all the crafts 
involved book manufacture kept each 
itself, giving too little recognition 
their mutual inter-dependence. 

There not progressive compositor 
Metropolitan Boston who does not 
recognize his debt the layout designer 
both book and advertising composition. 

There not engraver, successful 
the reproduction color work, who 
does not acknowledge the benefit his 
craft conference and criticism between 
him and the illustrator. 


Let's play ball! 


The binder has, put bluntly, got 
admit the book designer his business 
ball” with him, and 
lend sympathetic though calloused ear 
his whims. Like the automobile, 
here stay. 

artist-representative your cus- 
tomer, the designer will work with you 
—or will, with regret, ignore the 
binding. And, that latter case, both 
will suffer consequence, for both 
and you are working for the same 
customer. 

Let then, one means another, 
extend our mutual efforts create the 
kind cover design and manufacture 
that will make certain that the book 
jacket—for all its attractiveness and sales 
value—will torn from the book, 
reveal beneath the best that the men 
two fine crafts, one ancient and the other 
young, may altogether create—to reveal 
beneath book that can judged its 
cover.

COPYRIGHT TRIAL 


“Witness subpoena” was served every 
member the Chicago Book Clinic 
reminder the formal opening fall 
discussions. Cyril Soans acted 
lawyer, referee, and judge dis- 
cussed this topic which attracted 
members and guests Normandy House 
October This was the largest group 
ever present for meeting. 

Soans, authority the copyright 
laws, member the bar the 
Supreme Court the United States 
America. There was considerable audi- 
ence participation well extreme 
interest the topic for many the 
editors and their assistants were 
against copyright problems every day. 


Here are few the points made 
this distinguished attorney: 
cate from the Government does not mean 
copyright. title alone cannot 
copyrighted. copyright effective 
must have the published copies deposited 
with the copyright office, which turn 
gives these the Library Congress. 
Soans cited several instances which 
was found that only few months 
before expiration the copyright 
there was (1) certificate and (2) 
copies had been forwarded 
Washington, although the publication 
carried the copyright notice. 


opening the discussion Soans briefly 
reviewed the development the copy- 
right law and made the distinction be- 
tween the common law and the statutory 
law, the latter giving the publication pro- 
tection under these laws.
